Shall 2 mills be levied for five 
years to provide additional funds 
for county road improvements? 
The Delta county road commis­ 
sion and its engineer say that the 
answer to that question w ill de­ 
term ine whether 
Delta 
county 
w ill keep in pace or fall far be­ 
hind in its program 
of 
county 
road construction 
and m ainten­ 
ance. 
If the m ajority of the voters 
decide in favor of the special 2 
m ill county road tax, as subm it­ 
ted to them w ith the unanimous 
approval of the board of super­ 
visors, it w ill increase the revenue 
to the road commission as 
fol­ 
lows: 
Can Plan 
Program 
From 2 m ills on $27,000,000 v a l­ 
uation, approxim ately $55,000 in 
revenue— plus the ability to match 
$31,000 in federal aid for coun­ 
ty roads, bringing the total addi­ 
tional annual revenue to 
about 
$30,000. 
W ith this additional 
revenue 
the road commission w ill be in 
financial 
position to 
undertake 
some 
long-range

county road projects. 
The 2 m ill tax w ill continue in 
effect for five years, assuring the 
road commission that it can plan 
improvements to the county road 
system for that period w ith the 
help of the additional funds.

today. 
Last fall and winter, 42 M ichi­ 
gan people— 27 men and boys and 
15 women and girls— were acci­ 
dentally and unnecessarily killed 
by carbon monoxide fumes in their 
cars, in their homes, in their ga­ 
rages or in tourist cabins. 
Carbon monoxide is a colorless, 
tasteless and odorless gas. It can­ 
not be seen, smelled, tasted, and 
it does not irritate the eyes, nose 
or throat. It has about the same 
density as air and readily mixes 
w ith air. ll is caused by incom­ 
plete combustion of carbon com­ 
pounds such as gasoline, fuel oil, 
heating gas, or coal. 
W hen you sit in a parked car 
with its motor running, when you 
drive long distances in 
a 
com­ 
pletely closed car, when you fail 
to check the flues of your tourist 
cabin heater, gas burner or the 
w ater heater in your 
basement, 
when you w arm up your car in a 
closed garage, when your funace 
“ smokes” or when you turn your 
clamper too tight 
after 
putting 
•fuel on for the night, you are in 
danger of becoming carbon mo­ 
noxide unconscious— dead. 
Do not sit in a parked car with 
the motor running unless a w in ­ 
dow is open. Ju st 8 parts of car­ 
bon monovide to 10,000 parts of 
air during a two hour period can 
kill you. You m ay just snooze and, 
unless someone wakes you soon, 
you may sleep forever. 
D rive w ith a window' open. If 
you begin to feel drowsey, if your 
head starts to ache, if you feel diz­ 
zy or ill, stop the car and get out 
of it at once. O n ly 2 parts of car­ 
bon monoxide to 10.000 parts of 
air on a three-hour drive can put 
you to sleep, w reck your car and 
send you and others to the hospi­ 
tal. 
Open the garage doors 
before 
you warm up your motor. 
Remember that when your fu r­ 
nace “ smokes,” carbon monoxide 
is escaping into your house. R e­ 
member, too, that there 
can

Ile macle clear that Peter by 
reason of his position of supreme ruler would be the source of 
stability and unity in the Church.” 


Jesus said to His disciples; “ Hut whom say ye that I am ?” 
Peter replied.’’ Thou art the Christ, the Son of the Living God.” 
And Jesus said. “ Upon this rock I will build my Church.” The 
word used for Peter is Petros and the word used for rock is 
Petra, one in Greek is masculine, aud the other* feminine, there­ 
fore. it referred not to Peter as the rock, but his confession of 
Christ’s Divinity as the rock of the Church, ( brist is the Rock, 
the Rock which iii the Old T estam ent is the type of the A l­ 
mighty God. The true translation is. “I will build of Me, the 
Church. “All the Old Testament types of the New Testament 
Church are disturbed by the theory of the supremacy of one 
Apostle over the rest and over the whole Church. St. A ugus­ 
tine. of Rome, condemns those w ho would build the Church 
on St. Peter. 


Papal supremacy in 1054 caused half the Christians in the 
world, th*- Orthodox Church, to sever connections with Rome. 
Papal supremacy in England in 1570, following Pope Pius 5th 
Hull excom municating Queen Elizabeth, and inciting her su b ­ 
jects to rebellion, caused the break in England. The defeat of 
the Roman Catholic Spanish Armada settled the dispute. Then, 
the Pope called upon those loyal to him to come out of the 
Church of England and build their own 
churches. And only 
3 ^ of the clergy and less of the laym en obeyed the Pope. Papal 
supremacy caused the Lutheran Church to secede. The dogma 
of Papal infallibility in 1870 caused the Old Catholics to secede 
from Roman Catholicism.
